APITALIST japt's all over the country have attacked me 
with great hittemess, because of my article two weeks 
ago asking Socialists and workingmen in general to pre- 


lare to fight for freedom and to he ready to back up their 
ballots with bullets, if necessary. 

The usual howl of "aiarchist" was raised by men who know no 
more about economic and ixiliiical terms than a donkey knows of L^tin 
grammar. ^ 

What I wrote in that article I had written in this pap«f 
I liave also said it in numerous conventions of the .American Fcdera- 
tkm of Labor. 

•And 1 have alwavs said it in tl'e interest of i»ace, justice and 
onler, and because 1 want to make jicaccabls pn gress possible.

1 repeat: A revolution can never be “made' ; neither by one man, 
even if he were the most powerful genius, nor by a few thousand men, 
even if they were ever so fanatical. 

'vVe have examples of this in hi.story. 

« • • 

Although the Catholic church in the niirtecnth and Fourte^th 
craturies was in pressing need of a'‘reform of head and members, as 
the holy church councils so often c*>mplaine<l, yet the talented Cola 
Rieiui, after a brief season of triunijili, was hiirnerl in Rome at tlie 
stake in the public market-place, amid the rejoicings of the peojile. 

Although the French especially were quite convinced of the neces¬ 
sity of a reformation, it was ju.st in France tha('tlie .Alhigenscs were 
persccntcfl and rooted out with bloofly severity, / 

So it was in -Mher countries. 

But when the time was ripe, there arose a rough and Inirly nxink, 
a man who was neither a statesman nor a sclmlar. .And this reckless 
genius, Martin Luther, carrietl thmiigh successfully what many other 
and some greater men before him had atterapteil in ain. 

The minds of men had been prepared for the revolution. 

< • • 

So it is with every revolution. It is always dqienilent upon the 
development of conditions. The revolution is only the seal on a pre¬ 
ceding evolution in men's minds. 

And it may require many so-eatlrd "revolutions” to carry out one 
single but thorough reform successfully.^ 

In mv opinion, those who would advise street riots and insurrec¬ 
tions would be guilty of a crime against the laboring class, especially 
in view of the perfection of modem instruments of murder and the 
helpless condition of the workers. 

An appeal to arms without having any arms is more than foolish— 
it is criminal 

As anybody who is at all acquainted with me knows, I am most 
decidedly in favor of the ballot and a propaganda of etiucation. 

We must have a great many ballots and a great deal of education. 

• • ♦ ^ 

However, we must not forget that all nations which have bettered 
existing conditions have been combatants; that is, they have been 
armed. , , „ , , 

Such was decidedly the case in the time of the Reformation and 
during tlie English revolution. 

In France, indeed, the people were poorly armed at first, till they 
plundered the sUte arsenal on the morning of July 14. >789. 
s6,0oo guns and cartridgts. But, in the first place, the French aris¬ 
tocracy was perfectly rotten and no longer capable of resistance, and 
aecondly, the regular French troths fraternized with the people from 
the very beginning'of the revolution. ^ 

Moreover, history teaches us that an armed people has always 
been a free people. 'There has never been a plainer example of this 
than the case of the Boers in South .Africa.

CHAPTER Xn. 

WBAi' A*E WE to DO ? 

HE question ti, how can Socialism be accomplished? I 
confeas that I approach this miestion with preat reiuc- 
tance. The establishment and otvaniatioa of a Social¬ 
istic state are tlie two branches ot the work to which I 
have given feast attemioa. Hitherto 1 have devoted my 
efforts Id teaching the principles of Sodahon, and to disptoyjng the 
argtunenu brougitt against it. But I will do my best,, merely observ¬ 
ing that I can fey claim to 00 s.oecfel knoaded^, nor to any special 
aptitude for such a task. I have no "system” ready cut and dri^ I 
don't think any sensible Socialist would offer such a system. Sodai- 
ists are practical petmie ia these days, and know that coats must be 
cut according to cloth. 

Bat on one point I am quite certain, and that b that the first 
thing to do b to educate the people in Socialiitn. Let us once get 
the people to understand and desire Sodaibm, and I am sure we 
may very safely feave them to secure k. 

The most tisefnl work which Socialists can do at present b the 
woik of education and organization. 

Socialism will not come by means of a sadden coup. It will 
grow up iMfunif/y out of our surroundings, and will dmlop natur- 
^y and by df^rets. But its grotwtli and its devdopment nioy be 
matnialh hasttHtd. 

It always amuses me to hear the intensely practical person de¬ 
mand, How arciyoa going to do it? When will you make a start? 
Where do you pnjose to leave off? 

My dear Mr. Smith, it b too late to ask when we are going to 
begin. " H'e bore btgui^ We, or rather they, began long ago. Near¬ 
ly all law is more or less So^Bstic, for nearly all few implies the 
right of tlie state to control indiriduab for the benefit of the nation. 
But of late years the law has been steadily becooiing more and more 
Socialistic. I will give you a few examples. 

The abolitioa of toil gates and bridge toUs was Socialistic ac¬ 
tion. for it made the roads and bridges common property. 

bfost of the fauiKling laws, bv virtue of whwh streets ma>t be 
of a specified width, back-to-back houses are forbidden, etc., are So- 
dalblic. for they take away from the property-owner the power to do 
as be likes with hb own. 

The febor fews are socialistic, for they deny the employef the 
power to swindle his workmen. They deny the employer the power 
to work women and children to death. 

The compulsory and free edocation laws are Socialbtic. The 
fews which compel the inspection of mines and factories, the inspec¬ 
tion of boilers, the placing of a toad-line on ships, and the granting 
of relief of paupers, all are Socialistic, for they all interfere with the 
“freedom of contract" and the “rights of the individual.” Fin¬ 
ally, the acquirement of the postal arrangementi by the state, and the 
esttfeishment of municipal gas and water woifes are Socialistic mea¬ 
sures, for they recomiae the Socialbtic principle of common owner¬ 
ship, productioa and distributioa. 

You will see, then, that Soa'alism has begun, so that the ques¬ 
tion of ubere to begin b quite superfluous.
